‘‘Neck's Brozen, Doc; Can’t You
Dress It?"’

Claiming to be the only living man
in the world with a broken neck,
Teddy Williams Peters, forty years
old, walked into the Memorial Hos-
pital at Richmond Oct. 3rd, and made
ofi-hand request that physicians set,
dress it and start him on his way
again to New York. Dr. Cunning-
ham looked him over, without makinyg
any critical  examination, Peters
meanwhile explaining that his neck
was broken when the Quebee Bridge
over the St. Lawrence River fell on
August 1, 1907, killing 250 people. He
was removed to New York for treai-
ment in St. Luke'’s Hospital, and has
been traveling from place to place in
the hope of regaining his health and
strength,

Wrapped fast around the man's
neck is a thick silver band, which is
kept in place by a leather collar
three inches wide. From the top of
his head three bands of steel reach
down below his shoulders and connect
with a steel belt around his waist.
The only hope of saving his life, he
explained, was in keeping the stecl
harness intact, for if it is onee re-
moved he will choke to death.

According to the statement he made
to Dr. Cunningham, Peters has been
spending some months in  Hot
Bprings, Ark., and finds it necessary
to break the journey at various
places in order to have his mneck
dressed. He stopped at Farmville on
Saturday, when he saw Dr, Anderson,

REV. J. H. JOWETT, L. A.

Theme: The Christian s INeconrees,

New York City.—The T, T TI,
Jowett, M. A., the most famouz minis-
ter of Carr's Lane Cozgresntional
Church, Eirmingham. Ersland. who
is on a visit for the first timo to this
country, preached Sundav in the Iifth
Avenue Presbyterian Church.

Our Lord was alwavs seeking to
get men to nrit down to think. He
seeks to win their judgment, to touch

{s continually calling upon men and
women to think. *“What think ye?”
“What king,” He savs. “about to en-
Fage in a campaign sittoth not down
first Lo estimate the strencth of the
foe and the strength of his own re-
sources, and then ascertain whether
there is legitimate hope of his forres
being able to meet and coaquer those
who oppose him?™

My simple purpos= to-day is to ask
You to de this little thinking, to medi-
tate on what kind of enemy we have
to meet, and I pray you not to let
vour thoughts wander awayv to a [ar-
off world, but let us consider what
enemies we have to meet in this
world where we have to labor and die,
and whether we can with our own
strength overcome them. And if not,
let us turn to those resourres which
i:)ednﬂcrcd to us in Jesus Christ, our

Now what are these enemies that
we have to meet? What are the ere-
mics in front of us? [ repeat our
Master's own estimate of the foe
which every one of us will have to
meet to-day and to-morrow. Jesus
Christ calls one “the world.” XNow
what is the world? We sometimes
Say a man Is a worldly man. What
Is the signficance of the term? Too
frequently when we use this term we
refer to =omething a man does or
leaves undone. Men may ba habltues
cf the theatre, or fond of ecards, and
wo say they are worldly: and people
who abstain from these thinss are
labeled unworldly. T do not think
that covers it in the slightest degree,
Worldliness is not implied ia wha: we
do or do mot do. Worildliness is not in
doing this, or not doing this. World-
liness is in the spirit. 1t is the at-
mosphere of the soul. Worldliness is
the spirit of the horizontal. Worldli-
ness looks on and out, Lut It never
looks up and prays. It 1s ambition,
ot aspiration. Its motte is ~fo--
ward,” never “upward.™ Its goal is
success, never holiness. Worldliness
is life without the vertical, without
the upward ecalling in Christ Jesus,
our Lord. And whenever you find a
man cr woman, no matter what they
do or den't do, who always lcoks cut
to the horizontal end. men and wom-
en who have no ideul, no aspiration,
no heavenly vision, no prayer, those
are men and women who wonld be
deseribed Ly the Master as “of the
world, worldly.” Every »dy here
knows what an exceedingly strong
gravitation there is toward the hori-
zontal life. In the church and out of
it you feel this tremendous mesmer-
fsm, this worldly fascination, leading
us Lo turn our eyes from the heigits,
from what Paul cails “the heavenly
things in Christ Jesus.” We have
got that force of gravity to meei—
the world.

Then there 1s the “flesh.” FEvery-
one knows the power of the flesh:
not merely the carnal power of the
body, but of carnai power expressing
itself in vanity and pride. ‘The fiesh
that bows down the soul and rides it,
instead of the soul's determining the
movements of the flesh. We have the
“flesh”™ to meet, whether in appetita
or carnal desire. *“The world, the
flesh and the devil.” 1 do not know
how I can define the devil, but Paul's
phrase always seems to describe my
relationship with the devil better than
any cther: “The princz of the power
cf the air.™ He does not leap ujpon
you like a lon, The devil usually
appears as “the prince of the power of
the air;" and he comes into every
life and leis down the temperature;
he changes the moral atmosphere,
Yeu were just praying fervently, and
suddenly you experienced a chill, It
Is “the prince of the power of the alr.”
Ycu start with great zeal to lead a
cleéan life, and before you know i the
temperature is percertibly ehiiled.
“The prince of the power cf {10 air”
quletly, silently makes ti's* 1. qon-
dous change in your morul life Ly ine
fluencicg and chavcging the atnes-
phere. We hove goo the devil Lo
meet.

Have you anything else to meet?
Yes, the fourth enemy is the binding
power of guilt. In my country there
are prominent men who say that men
and women have no longer the gense
of gullt. 1 cannot regard that s
healthful. There are many who can-
rut hear the volce of God who are
nevertbeless pursued by their guilt.

) You do eot need to hear the thunder

and see the lightning to have proof
of the storm. The souring of the
milk in the dalry proves the storm's
presence, and there is often the proof
of the Lord's presence and of guilt
in the souring of the disposition, the
manusacturing of cynics. The man
who was once sweet tempered be-
comes a cynie, the optimist becomes a
pessimist. These things have regis-
tered tpemselvel as “the binding p.es-

EXPOSITION. — I. XNot Disohe-
dient Unto the Ieavenly Vision, 10-
23. Verse 19 contains the key to
Paul's life and successes. Christ
spoke. Paul hearkened and obeyed.
The heavenly vision, the call of
Christ, comes sooner or later to every
man. To hearken means blessing and
Joy and victory; to refuse to hearken
means wretchedness and ruin el
Isa, 50:5). How Paul obeyed ap-
pears in Gal, 1:15, 16. Heavenly vis-
fons are not to ba trifled with, hnt
promptly, unquestioningly, exactly
obeved. Paul began his testimony
right where he was. The apostles
were to begin In Jerusalem (Luke
24:47), where they were. Paul was
in Damascus, so he began rizht there,
Paul was to be a foreign misslonary,
but he proved himself first on the
spot where he was converted.
